"WHEREAS, the need for polio patient care funds during 1951 
will be greater than ever before, 

THEREFORE, I, the Mayor of Sierra Madre, set aside the night 
of Feb. 8 for a 'Mothers' March on Polio' and urge all citizens to con¬ 
tribute generously to insure success of the March of Dimes and 
continuance of the fight against infantile paralysis here," the proc¬ 
lamation concluded. 

Mayor Kinney declared that more than 100 county communities 
already have scheduled marches.

He said the tree was “in the 
way” for weddings, funerals, 
and miscellaneous parking. 


Real estate trends and back¬ 
ground were analyzed for Sier¬ 
ra Madre Kiwanians Tuesday 
when Robert S. Fuller address¬ 
ed the club’s regular weekly 
noon luncheon. 

Mr. Fuller, who is head of the 
real estate appraisal depart¬ 
ment of the Bank of America 
in Los Angeles, traced how the 
dollar has shrunk in value and 
showed how various economic 
and social factors have boosted 
the costs of property. 

He said, however, that at 
present he is optimistic con¬ 
cerning the real estate market. 
The speaker listed several fac¬ 
tors which would make buying 
property a favorable invest¬ 
ment at present. 

One factor, Mr. Fuller said, 
is that with preparations for 
war, the US will continue to 
enjoy a period of “general pros¬ 
perity” for another five or ten 
years. Another is that, with 
building controls, there will be 
less competition from new 
houses. 

“Government guarantees on 
building and homes also are 
worth keeping in mind when 
considering purchasing now,” 
he stated. “A final reason is 
that the investment in sound 
real estate services as a good 
hedge against inflation.” 

Mr. Fuller cautioned the Ki¬ 
wanians, however, to seek the 
advice of a professional real 
estate appraiser before buying 
property. He was introduced by 
Program Chairman Dr. Milton 
Valois.

two ping pong tables, two bar¬ 
becue pits, basketball and/or 
volleyball court and balls. 

SIERRA MADRE ELEMEN¬ 
TARY SCHOOL: 3 adjoining 
playgrounds, upper playground 
used for softball and touch 
football and other sports (no 
special equipment here); mid¬ 
dle playground has 2 volley- 
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ball courts, 3 tether ball poles, 

1 handball court, and 2 bas¬ 
ketball courts; lower play¬ 
ground has 5 swings, 2 slides, 

1 sandpile, 1 merry-go-round, 1 
set of rings, 1 set of horizon¬ 
tal bars, 2 Jungle Jims (for 
climbing), and 1 teeter totter. 

The playgrounds and equip¬ 
ment sepm very adequate for 
the present enrollment. The 
school is not contributing any 
money to the city recreational 
program this year because of 
their extensive building pro¬ 
gram. Their recreational pro¬ 
gram is separate from the city 
program. The Board of Educa¬ 
tion is provi ding an after¬ 
school recrea t i o n al program 
with a paid leader. The school’s 
recreational facilities are used 
solely by the children attend¬ 
ing the school during the 
school year. 

ASCENSION PARISH EPIS¬ 
COPAL DAY SCHOOL: 1 gen¬ 
eral playground for usual 
sports and games; 1 slide 5 
swings, 2 horizontal bars, 1 
Jungle Jim, and 1 set of rings. 

The school has a paid coach 
who comes to the school sev¬ 
eral times a week to coach the 
boys’ activities, and they also 
have a paid instructor for 
teaching square dancing. A 
small building is maintained 
as a playhouse for kindergar¬ 
ten age children. A basement MAYOR CALLS 
is used when it is necessary 
for the children to play in¬ 
doors. 

ST. RITA’S SCHOOL: 2 play¬ 
grounds, one is a field of about 
3 acres, which can be used by 
others as well as the school 
children (this field has a good 
backstop), and the other has 
the following equipment: 1 vol¬ 
leyball court, 1 basketball 
court, 1 set of rings, 5 swings, 

2 horizontal bars. A small 
building is maintained for use 
by the Boy Scouts. 

They have an excellent au¬ 
ditorium here for dancing and 
other social activities.
